Very heavy fighting is going on 
outside Florence, says David Brown, 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent at 
Allied H.Q., Italy. Tiger tanks have 
been thrown into the battle by the 
Germans, who are putting up a 
frontal, “last ditch,” defence. 

The Tigers were used south-west 
of Florence, where the Germans 
launched a series of savage counter- 
attacks, all of which were repulsed, 
and where Allied troops made 
small, but important, gains. British 
and New Zealand artillery, with 
close support from fighter bombers, in- 
flicted heavy losses in further German 
counter-attacks on Sunday. German 
outposts, including Santa Lucia, 
west of the main Rome - Florence 
road, have been cleared out and 
more parachute troops- captured. 

Due south, the Germans are en- 
trenched at Impruneta, five miles 
from the city proper, where they 
are being heavily bombed. British 
troops have occupied Castelfranco, 
eight miles south of Vallombrosa, 
and have crossed the Figline-Castel- 
franco road in several places. 

Stronger German reaction is now 
being met along the west coast. 
General Mark Clark’s men are 
massing and regrouping, while they 
consolidate the area below Pisa, 
but as yet they have made no 
attempt to cross the river, 


AIR ACTIVITY

“While thus the Germans delibe- 
rately renounced making military 
use of Florence, the British and 
Americans plan to put it to use for 
the fight against the Germans. 
Thereby the Allied Command, as 
was the case in Rome, must assume 
the responsibility if Florence and

German People Warned 
Of Grave Situation 


EINZ LIEBSCHER, broadcast- 
ing to the Wehrmacht last 
night, stated that the situation fac- 
ing Germany was very grave, states 
Reuter. 

“It would be criminal to deny 
it,” he said. ‘“*It is no good adopt- 
ing an ostrich policy, burying our 
heads in the sand and pretending 
that we are not concerned—that 
things are not half so bad. The 
facts are—the Russians are at the 
gates of East Prussia. There has 
been an attempt to murder the 
Fuehrer, there is a major enemy 
offensive in Normandy. BY SRS 

“Anyone who carries on with his 
work in the old way and uses up 
his energy to save his own life on 
a little island of personal comfort, 
leaving the war to run itself, is a 
criminal, and deserves to be put 
against the wall and shot. The 
enemy has thrown.all his accumu- 
lated human and material prepon- 
derance into the scales of decision. 
This has inevitably caused, us to 
suffer serious reverses.

“What can we do about this 
mass onslaught,” he asked. “We 
need better weapons, more fanati- 
cal fighters, a superior leadership, 
and, above all, more firmly knit 
war morale. 

“For us there are only two alter- 
natives—either we carry on the war 
until we win, or else we lose all. 
That goes for the worker as for 
the industrialist. Our last, and, at 
the same time, greatest chance, is 
victory. —(Reuter.)

“ Other American troops attempted 
to encircle major German forces 
which were still fighting north of 
the Avranches-Vire line, but they 
have so far failed to achieve their 
object. A number of isolated 
American groups were, in their 
turn, surrounded and wiped out. At 
the--same time German _ counter- 
attacks, launched in the Percy area, 
gained some ground to the west 
in face of enemy anti-tank fire.”

'TTURKEY may prove now to be 
one of the most interesting 
topics dealt with by Mr. Churchill, 
in his war survey to the House of 
Commons to-morrow.. The Pre- 
mier’s speech is expected to last 
more than an hour, and there is 
a growing possibility that Mr, 
Churchill will have important news 
to impart. 

To-morrow has been chosen by 
M. Sarajoglu, the Turkish Prime 
Minister, to make a statement on 
foreign policy to the Turkish Par- 
liament. 

Other themes in Mr. Churchill's 
speech will include Allied progress 
in Normandy, the sweeping drive 
of Russia, the political situation in 
Poland, and the war against the 
flying bomb. 

A German Foreign Office spokes- 
man, referring to the Turkish situa- 
tion yesterday, was quoted by the 
German News Agency as saying: 
“ The history of this war has taught 
that the rupture of relatidns auto- 
matically leads to war.”—(Reuter.) 

A special train has left Istanbul, 
carrying several hundred Turkish 
deputies to the capital for an ex- 
traordinary meeting of the Parlia- 
tary Group of the People’s Party 
to-day, to be fgllowed by the Grand 
National Assembly meeting to- 
morrow.

other part of the country protected 
by the Alps. | 

“I do not believe that it is in 
the real interest of any of the 
belligerents to attack our country 
to-day. But ‘real interest’ is not 
the only motive which may induce 
one side or the other to act. A 
foreign army may well find itself 
in a position to follow a course 
where it hopes to find a lesser 
resistanee or where it expects a 
less rapid counter-blow.”

According to Allied reports, 
“tremendous possibilities” have 
been created by the Anglo- 
American offensive in Normandy. 
The most notable advances have 
‘been made by the Americans. 
Yesterday, General © Bradley’s 
troops, having overcome - stiff 
opposition, occupied Granville, 
about sixteen miles south-east of 
Coutances, and their advanced 
patrols were stated to have 
entered the town of Avranches, 
which is the last consider- 
able town in south-west 
Normandy. The investment of 
Avranches represents an advance 
of some twelve miles; but it 
seems that, in spite of thé most 
intense pressure, the Germans are 
retreating in good order. The 
Allied line now stretches. almost 
without a bend from Caen to 
Avranches. Behind it there still 
is a number of reasonably strong 
German “ pockets;” but it looks 
as if General Montgomery is 
hinging his offensive on Caen, and 
hoping to be able to swing his 
line towards the east in the general 
direction of the Seine and, ulti- 
mately, of Paris. The Germans 
yesterday announced that the 
British had been able to make 
“a deep penetration” between 
the Rivers Vire and Seulles. After 
very heavy fighting, they cap- 
tured the town of St. Martin des 
Becaces, about five miles to the 
south of Caumont, which seems 
now to be firmly in Allied hands. 
The weather still is impeding 
Allied activity in the air. British 
and American airmen are hin- 
dered. by what the Americans 


| describe as “ smog,” a mixture of

smoke, fog and dust; but yester- 


ditions were improving. General 
Montgomery obviously is making 
a supreme effort to break out 
from the comparatively narrow 
confines of the beach-head in 
which he has been operating for 
nearly two months. The Ameri- 
cans’ advances in the extreme left 
have given him a certain amount 
of badly-needed elbow-room, but 
the country over which his battle 
is being fought presents many 
natural difficulties. It has been 
described as “the jungle of 
Normandy.” It is densely wooded, 
and Allied commentators are 
unanimous in their belief that if 
the Germans had a sufficient 
number of men at their disposal, 
they -would be able to. put up a 
terrific defence against the Anglo- 
American advance. Regarded 
from the point of view of “ total ” 
strategy, the position in Nor- 
mandy .cannot be nearly so 
important as that in the, east. 
After all, Avranches is a long 
way from the Rhine. 

In the east the Russians are 
continuing to attack‘ with un- 
abated violence. Along the 
front of about 200 miles, between 
Kovno .and Warsaw, they are 
concentrating colossal forces. 
Yesterday Soviet troops were 
reported to be fighting in the 
streets of Mitau, and a “later 
bulletin announced that they 
were attacking Praga, a suburb 
of the Polish capital. Every 
day the corridor through 
which the Germans can supply 
their troops in the Baltic States 
is being narrowed. If the 
Russians’ latest claims are true, 
only about thirty miles separate 
the Red Army from the sea. Of 
course, there are several ports 
along the Baltic coast; and the 
Germans have a substantial 
measure of naval _ superiority 
in the Baltic. Consequently, 
their High Command may 
decide to defend Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania to the bitter 
end, because, when all is said and 
done, their main defensive object 
is to save East Prussia from in- 
vasion. Last night a German 
commentator declared that the 
period of strategic withdrawal in 
the east had come to an end, and 
that a German. counter-offensive 
was about to be launched; but, in 
the meantime, Generals Cherny- 
akhovsky and Zakharov, with 
Marshal Rokossovsky on their 
left flank, are pressing relent- 
lessly forward towards, the 
German frontiers. Already Red 
troops have entered the Suvalki 
region, which formerly was 
Polish, but was incorporated in 
East Prussia three years ago. 
At one point General Cherny- 
akhovsky’s patrols are stated 
to be in action at a point 
only eight miles from the 
German border; and the main 
body of his’ troops is within 
about twenty-five miles of it. 
German reports state that fight- 
ing is taking place near the town 
of Augustovo. The Russians 
have forced a crossing of the 
River Niemen, and a gap of some 
seventy miles has been punched 
in the German lines in the 
neighbourhood of Mariampole. 
Tilsjt and Insterburg already are 
under the shadow of the Soviet 
advance. The Russians have 
reached positions from which, 
almost precisely thirty years ago 
to the day, they launched their 
first and ill-fated offensive against 
East Prussia. Then they invaded 
German soil with nothing but 
superior numbers to help them. 
They were ill-led, ill-equipped, 
and fell an easy prey to the 
military genius of General ‘Luden- 
dorff Now the situation is 
entirely different. The Russians 
have a highly-trained and 
exceedingly efficient army, 
equipped with all the most 
modern accoutrements of war. 
Their. leaders have. proved them- 
selves to be soldiers who have 
little to learn from anybody about 
either strategy or tactics. Behind 
them they have an almost un- 
broken record of |

Often we are charged in Ire- 
land with living too much in the 
past. - Whatever ‘the justice of 
otherwise of that charge, it might 
be retorted on, our neighbours 
if there were not good ‘capse ie for 
the wave oí nostalgia which 
seems to. be” i “over war- 
harried Britain. Everyone who 
listeás much to the B.B.C. pro- 
grammes must have noted”—and 
enjoyed — the many recent re- 
vivals of Edwardian ahd early 
Georgian musical comedies. A 
little while ago there was “The 
Quaker Girl”; Mr. Macqueen- 
Pope discoursed on the theatres‘ 
of his youth; and a few nights 
ago there was a truly dis- 
tinguished evening of Edwardian 
melodies, with snatches from 
“The Arcadians” and orchestral 
fugues of “Pomp and Circum- 
stance,” produced with new 
voices, but in the old m r. 
There is a simple reason for this 
return to the music of the pre- 
war decades, distinct from the in- 
trinsic merit of that exuberant 
art. It may be true that the 
Viennese melodies of “The Merry 
Widow” and “ The’ Chocolate 
Soldier.” are better in their kind 
than any light music of later 
days; but the appetite for such 
enjoyment is whetted now by the 
contrast between our days and 
the days when a care-free genera- 
tion first relished them. More- 
over, the very sites of those old 
triumphs are things-of the past; 
some of the theatres of those 
days were closed in the ‘twenties 
and .’thirties, and others, no 
doubt, have suffered a more fiery 
passing—but all, all are gone. 
Brought back, by nostalgia, to at 
least the echo of the musical 
comedies of thirty and forty 
years ago, we realise for the first 
time, what dramatic historians 
have failed to note, that this 
lightest of the arts was, none the 
less, an art of distinction. It 
belonged alntost ‘exclusively to 
the Edwardian: decade. Gilbert 
and Sullivan, in the last Victorian 
time, had given the world a fine 
light opera; but miusical comedy 
was something new that missed 
critical appraisement just because 
it fitted into no category recog- 
nised by the books. It flourished; 
it reached a fine pitch of bril- 
liance; but with the darkening 
years that began with 1911 and 
Agadir, it waned quickly, and 
died. Good new musical 
comedies hardly ever were 
written; and none at all achieved 
the golden mirth and melody that 
delighted our youth, in the last 
decade of peace. If men find 
pleasure in reviving these 
memories, it is also well; for that 
innocent gaiety reminds young 
and old of the world’s former 
peace. This was the sanity that 
men once enjoyed; to this, let it 
be hoped, a released world soon 
will turn again.

the consumptive is not an easy one, 
but unless a genuine attempt is 
made to a solution, it is 
doubtful if the Anti-Tuberculosis 
Campaign organised by the Red 
Cross can meet with any permanent 
success. It seems to me. essential 
| on the one hand to make it easy for 
a person threatened with tuber- 
culosis to leave his or her present 
employment, where he or she may 
be a danger, and on the other hand 
to prevent a patient from returnin 
to unsuitable work when we 
enough to leave a sanatorium. The 
following extract from one of the 
| Papwo reports sums up very 
clearly this aspect of the pro- 


blem:— 
“A working — feeling tired, some- 


thus brings his patient face to face with 
a difficult problem. If found to be 
tuberculosis, he may be sent to a sana- 
torlum and his family have to live as 
best it may without his earnings, for 
these will probably cease; his employer 
may not keep his job open for him, 
and if he does the other workmen may 
even object to his presence when he, 
returns. No other employer is likely 
io employ a ‘consumptive’ fresh from 
"a sanatorium when plenty of fit men 
ere. available. Eventually he decides 
that, whatever happens, he must not be 
found out: after all, he does not really 
feel ill, only a little below par—quite 
able to do his job, but tired in the 
‘evenings. So he continues 

and avoids that suspicious busybody of 
a doctor—because he literally cannot 
afford to be tuberculous. 

“ Let there be no mistake about this: 
once a ‘man is a certified consumptive 
he loses his job and does not regain it, 
and often all his savings are exhausted 
and irretrievably lost. But after he 
has bee. temporarily patched up he is 
sent back to his demoralised and un- 
happy family. who then have an un- 
employabl and infectious invalid in 
their midst to add to their other 
worries.” 


The closing of the Peamount 
Industries in 1940 was a tragedy 
which, in my. opinion, could have 
been averte It has created the 
general impression that the Indus- 
tries were a failure, which is cer- 
tainly not the whole truth. During 
the period of its existence approxi- 
mately 900 patients from the sana- 
torium Were’ sent to Peamount 
Industries for occupational therapy 
for various periods of time. Fifty- 
one patients—forty-two men and 
nine women—when well enough to 
leave the sanatorium, became 
regular workers at Peamount. The 
financial resources of Peamount 
Industries were’ very limited from 
its inception, and an examination 
of the position’ which 1 made at 
the time it was proposed to close 
down showed that the average 
annual loss was approximately 
£550. I am satisfied that if a 
number of industrial settlements 
for tuberculosis sufferers could be 
set up, and if each could provide 
similar employment to that given 
by Peamount at an annual cost of 
£550, it would be money well 
spent. It is doubtful if there is 
any way in which money could be 
spent in the fight against tuber- 
culosis which would yield as good 
results for the same expenditure.

As the poet rather than the play- 
wright, he was at his best in “ The 
Countess Cathleen,” but there was 
the thrill that came, almost as a 
fulfilment, in “ Kathleen - Ni- 
Houlihan.” It comes back as some- 
‘thing more than an echo in “ The 
Words Upon the Window Pane,” 
his powerful little play about Swift 
and Stella and Vanessa. “The 
Player Queen” went wrong on his 
hands, and, having turned what was 
meant to be something . more 
ambitious into a farce, it emerged 
as a farce no more distinguished 
than was “ The Pot of Broth.” 

It has its moments of poetry, 
which reminds one of how often 
the music of language saved his 
plays in the theatre, how often he 
enrich.d the theatre with what is 
memorable; it has its moments of 
humour; but not even the last ounce 
of production, with elaborate 
settings and excellent playing, can 
save it, because no one, not even 
the poet himself, ever bas been able 
to say What it means. 

a The Player Queen” may have 
been nothing more to his mind than 
a dramatic exercise with which he 
amused himself while he moved on 
to better work in his “ Four Plays 
for Dancers.” “The Words Upon 
the Window Pane” was to prove 
his fine sense of the theatre, always 
so clear to others as he preached 
it, but never coming to himself so 
happily in any play as in this one. 
In half an hour we are given the 
whole story of a Swift, in a setting 
of our own time which is so well- 
devised that we are left astonished 
by the simplicity of the means 
through which the force of the play 
comes over. It has only one im- 
portant part, that of Mrs. Hender- 
son, the medium, in which May 
Craig has been magnificent always. 

In “The Player Queen” there 
was no acting opportunity of any- 
thing like the same kind; for the 
players had to move, apparently 
bewildered—through lines which did 
not make sense, and certainly did 
not make parts to play with. Yet, 
despite all that, Denis O'Dea, 
Maureen Kiely, Brid Ni Loingsigh 
and F. J. McCormick gave some 
of their usual excellent work. 

The very pleasing settings were 
by Alicia Sweetman, and the pro- 
duction of both plays was by Frank 
Dermody. 


OTHER THEATRES 


Gaiety.—Jimmy O'Dea got off to 
a flying start in the new O'D. pro- 
duction, “ Walk Up,” which opened 
its run last night. It is no easy 
matter to find fresh material, but 
Harry O’Donovan has got hold of 
some very amusing ideas, some new 
and some refurbished and polished 
up enough to look new, in a book 
which gives Jimmy O'Dea virtually 
full fling for his -talents. Our 
famous comedian is seen in a 
variety of rdles as fun-maker; 
possibly his best effort in this direc- 
tion. being his monologue as the 
sentry. Later on in the night he 
gives another of those Mrs. 
Mulligan studies, but the features 
that most convincingly reveal. his 
great versatility are his straight 
acting in “ Gaiety Ghosts,” in which 
he impersonates the late Sir Henry 
Irving in the well-known drunken 
scene from “ Garrick,” and later as 
a swell .cracksman in 
Burglar”. scene with Eithne Dunne. 
The latter, by the way, has not 
much to do, but there is the hall- 
mark of the actress in her every 
word and gesture. Eire O'Reilly 
follows up her success in “ Show 
Boat” with some very delightful 
singing, notably of a song medle 
from musical comedies. All round, 
it is a light, bright and entertaining 
show, with plenty of comedy and 
incident. Jim Jonson, Chris Markey 
and Josie Day are chief aiders 
and abettors in the fun-making. 
Maureen Potter has a number of 
popular songs and dances, and 
there is singing also by 
Stephen Black. The Gaiety Girls 
are a clever, hard-working team, 
who get through a lot of singing 
and dancing successfully. The pro- 
duction end has been admirably 
looked after by Hamlyn Benson.

Jockeys’ Dormitory
